The FOIA requires an agency to respond within 20 working days after receipt of the request, and EOIR endeavors to meet this 
standard The I OIA permits a ten-day extension of this time period, pursuant to 5 U.S.C § 552 (a),6KB,. based on —a 
circumstances Your request involves “unusual circumstances." and EOIR is extending the time period to respond by an additional 10 
working days because your request either requires the collection of records from field offices, or involves a search for numerous records 
that will necessitate a thorough and w ide-ranging search at headquarters.
